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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to a plurality of patentably distinct 
species related to the peptide which is conjugated to the macrocyclic chelating ligand. 
The species are independent or distinct because of their distinct structures which 
control the classification. 

Applicant is requested to elect a specific peptide from the distinct group thereof 
as set forth in the claims (e.g. claims 26 - 30) to which the preliminary search for the 
invention will be limited. The different structures included therein are a diverse set and 
may represent a very large number of possible peptide species in the generic claims, 
which control the classification, thus, necessitate a specific election to which the elected 
Group will be drawn. 

Applicant is additionally requested to elect a specific linker, Xi, from the distinct 
group thereof as set forth in the claims (e.g. claims 23 - 30) to which the preliminary 
search for the invention will be limited. The different structures included therein are a 
diverse set including alkyl, aryl, CH 2 CO, etc. which control the classification, thus, 
necessitate a specific election to which the elected Group will be drawn, especially as 
Xi may be representative of an almost unlimited number of functional groups in the 
generic claims where Xi is a "linker."

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C.1 03(a) of the other invention.
